The sum of $900,000 was 
offered for the property, but Mr. Hun 
Ungton and his associates declined to 
accept that sum. In the recent trans 
aotlon tho Pacific Improvement Com 
pany placed the figure at Jl.500,000, and 
romewhat <o the surprise of the own- 
firs the syndicate accepted the terms.
